One of the ebjects which the 
Unofticial members, of the Legis- 
lative Council hud in) mind when 
thoy, pressed ‘for the creation of 
w Public Health Departriont at 
lust Thursday's meoting was the 
proper inxpection and control of 
food, From the wording of the 
rosolution, the inference was 
that thore is) at proscnt no 
adoquate inspection or control of 
tho Culony's  tondstuffs. ‘Con- 
sidering (he size of the Colony 
and tho fact that thore are close 
ona million poople living within 
its confines, we cannot resist tho 
conclusion that this is fo, Dur- 
ing the course of the debate, [His 
Excolloncy stated’ that if thera is 
any sugeestion that) thore is 
lack of inspection, and that 
doleterious food is being sold 
without adequate inspection, the 
Government would, certainly ho 
prepared to consider increasing 
the staff of officers on whom this 
work falla. ‘The purpose of this 
article, horefore, is te show Chiat 
here in Tkengkonms there is not 
early the amount of inspection 
that there should be, taking into 
account Ue size of the populo- 
tion and the fact that wo live in 
a sub-tropical climate.
